245,  may  be  used  for  telegrams  lor  delivery  by  tele- 
phone. Confirmatory  copies  ot  telegrams  so  delivered 
are  sent  by  post  free  of  charge. 

REDUCED  EXTRA  EUROPEAN  TELEGRAPH 
RATES. 

Telegrams  in  plain  language  known  as  de 'erred  tele- 
grams  can  be  sent  at  half  rates  (in  some  cases  less)  to 
almost  all  the  British  Extra  European  Dominiotis  and 
to  a  number  of  foreign  coimtries  outside  Europe.  Week- 
end telegrams,  called  cable  letters,  can  be  sent  on  Satur- 
day for  delivery  on  the  following  Monday  in  N.  America, 
and  on  the  following  Tuesday  in  Australia,  New  Zea'and, 
S.  Africa  and  Argentina. 

There  is  a  special  service  of  night  cable  letters  with 
North  America  accepted  on  any  day  for  delivery  the 
next  day.  The  rates  for  both  week-end  and  night 
caVjle  letters  are  about  one  quarter  of  the  ordinary  rates. 
These  telegrams  must  not  contain  any  code  or  cypher. 

Telegrams  (known  as  radiotelegrams)  are  accepted 
for  transnaission  by  wireless  telegraphy  to  ships  at  sea 
through  coast  stations  in  this  country  or  abroad  The 
charge  is,  as  a  rule,  lod.  a  word,  m  addition  to  th« 
ordinary  telegraph  charge  to  the  coast  station.  Specially 
reduced  rates  are  charged  for  radiot«iegrams  to  cross- 
channel  steamers  and  other  ships  oa  short  voyages.
